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WELCOMING THE SCROLL. 


Toronto Hebrews Make Festival of 
Religious Ceremony. 


The cosmopolitan section of Toron- 
to, namely the ward, never witnessed 
@ quainter scene than was enacted re. 
cently attending the reception of a 
Hebrew scroll of the law, which had 
just arrived from Russia, and a wit 
ness of the scene wondered for a few 
moments whether he was in Toronto 
or some little village in far off Russia. 

The Congregation Havre Lilias Yan. 
kos or “the Sons of Jacob,” compos: 
ed of 23 members, had sent to Sched: 
lopka, Russia, for a scroll of the He. 
brew law, which was made by Rabbi 
Schedlopska, and it arrived in To- 
ronto, where it was received in much 
the same manner as it would have 
been, in Russia, 

A procession was formed headed by 
a band consisting of six musicians, 
followed by the president, Mr. M. 
Sigal, carrying the new scroll, which 
Was wrapped up in one of the pray- 
ing shawls used by Hebrews and pro- 
tected by a canopy decorated with 
Canadian flags held by four memberg 
ot the congregation. This in turn wae 
followed by about 50) Hebrews, men, 
women and children, each one of 
whom carried a lighted candle or Chi- 
hese lantern, while a large number 
of people were setting off firecrackers 
and foman candles, 

One man had a can of kerosene oil, 
and he would occasionally fill his 
mouth with the oil and blow it upon 
his candle, causing a great flare up. 

The music was of the same char. 
acter as that which is played at a 
wedding exemplifying the delight of 
the paraders in their possession of 
the new scroll. 

The procession passed through ‘the 
ward” stopping at each synagogue in 
tura, when a halt would be made and 
the paraders to tie inspiring strains 
of the music would form in groups 
and dance the Russian Cotzatski, 
which, when once seen, would nevee 
be forgotten. 

The procession finally halted at No, 
83 Louisa street, where refreshments 
were served to the paraders and after 
the procession had been reformed the 
scroll was taken‘to the new synagogue 
at 92 Elizabeth street, its future 
home.

PREHISTORIC MOUNDS. 


Toronto Professor Has Been Investi- 
gating Relics at Souris, Man. 


The Souirs, Man., Plaindealer says: 

Our visitor of last summer, Prof. | 
Montgomery, curator of the museum 
of the University of Toronto, has been 
again pursuing his archaeological ex- 
plorations among the Mound Builders 
of the Souris Valley during the past 
seven weeks. Last summer he sue- 
ceeded in making a large and valu: 
able collection of the remains, but he- 
fore completing his report he Has 
spent another period making exam- 
ination of the Souris mounds. This 
year he opened fourteen mounds, 
three earthern enclosures and several 
long, wide earthen ridges or embank- 
ments. This entails a tremendous 
amount of careful work with work- 
men, teams and scrapers, because the 
mounds are of great size and contain 
immense quantities of earth. 

The explorations on this occasion 
were not so truitmul of telics, Due 
many illuminating facts were discov- 
ered. The professor added to his col- 
lection a number of human skeletons, 
a bone comb made of the leg bone 
ofa buffalo, an earthern pipe, flint 
knife blades, flint arrow points, bone 
knives, bone awls, und two kinds of 
marine shell beads that originally 
came by means of traffic, from the 
Gulf of Mexico. 

The mounds that have been exam- 
ined are situated on the North Antler 
Creek at Sourisford, and are scatter- 
ed along the valley for five miles, 
There still remains a number that 
have not been opened, 


A Neutral Zone. 

Probably in order to avoid possible 
disputes in remote districts, the Gov- 
ernment has received a request from 
the Imperial Government to reserve 
a strip sixty feet wide on the British 
Columbia side of the international 
boundary. The request comes from 
the British Ambassador through the 
Ottawa Government, which has agre- 
ed to reserve a similar strip along 
the boundary wherever the public 
lands belong to the Dominion, The 
United States is doing the same thing, 
President Roosevelt having issued a 
»roclamation declaring that all public 
finde for sixty feet on the American 
side of the line will in future be re- 
served from sale, settlement or lease 

Of course in all cases where land 
hus actually been alienated right up 
to the boundary, the proprietors will 
not be disturbed, but no such grants 
will be made in the future. Mining 
locations, farms and so forth on the 
boundary line have in the past p.oved 
to be a fruitful source of dispute, and 
not infrequently, owing to careless 
surveying, an owner has found out 
later that part of his possessions lie 
in the United States, or in Canada, 
as the case may be, with the result 
that he loses title to part of his land.

They are allowed to blaze away for a 
few months under the African sun, 
and are then shipped off to dazzle the 
drawing-rooms of all parts of the 
globe. 

The town is a stronre one to be 
the capital of such wealth. It has no 
palaces, nor skv-seraners, and, like 
the jewels of Portia, its treasures are 
kept in caskets of lead. The offices 
of the diamond trust themselves are 
no better than many a 6x9 factory 
in the United States, and a few thous- 
and dollars would equal the cost of 
any building inside the town. The 
most of the hovsees are bungalows 
of brick, roofed with galvanized iro). 
They all have wide porches abort 
them, and many heve gardens fille? 
with beautiful flowers. The city hoe 
wide streets and amusement grounds 
Tt has a theatre, churches and hotels. 
Its stores are large and its business 
is good. The city is lighted by elee- 
tricity and it has all the modern im- 
provements. The water comes fron 
the Vaal river, which is seventeen 
miles away. 

Until these Kimberley mines were 
discovered, all the diamonds foun? 
were picked up ont of gravel whie'r 
lay on or near the surfoce of the 
earth. The Indian diamonds, amon¢ 
which were the Kohinoor, the Grert 
Movul, the Regent ond the Orloff 
came from alluvial washings com- 
posed of a mixture of broken sandd- 
stone, quartz, jaspar, flint and grav 
ite. The deposit was about twenty 
feet thick and was covered by a few 
feet of black cotton soil. Tt lay nesr 
the bed of a river in India, not fer 
from Goleonda. which was the chicf 
city to which the diamonds were tal- 
en and sold. The diamonds of Brazil 
were first discovered in 1728. They 
were found in denosits of clay, quartz, 
pebbles and sand, buried under abort 
thirty feet of other earth. They lav 
along the benks of rivers and in «a 
few feet of black cotton soil, 

It is now over forty years sine» 
the first African dinmond was found, 
A man nemed O'Poilly—not the one 
who ran the hotel, but John O'Reilly, 
the hunter-—-made the first diamond 
discovery. Tt was when he was stop- 
ping over night with a Boer farmer 
not far off frorn Kimberley. During 
the evening he saw the children pley. 
ing with some beautiful pebbles. He 
admired the stones and took some 
home with him. To his surprise he 
found one would cut elass, and upon 
showing it to a jeweller he was told 
that it was a diamond and worth 
$2,500, 

Two years after that another bic 
stone was discovered by a Hottentot, 
who traded it to this same Boer farm- 
er for $2,000. The Boer sold it to a 
diamond merchant, and it was sent to 
England, and wes eventually sold to 
the Countess of Dudley for $100,000, 

These two finds set South Africa 
erazy. Diamond seekers came at once 
by thousands, and the Vaal and 
Orange rivers were soon covered with 
mining eamps. Men went about 
everywhere digging up the gravel and 
searching for stones. As the river 
beds became exhausted, the miners 
snread ont over the country, and fin- 
n'y got here to Kimberley, which is 
fifteen miles from the Vaal. One day 
a Roer discovered some diamonds in 
a clay bed out of which he was trk- 
ing material to bnild a mud hut. He 
kept on dierine and the resnit was 
the five great mines which now form 
the basis of the De Beers syndicate. 

As the miners went down the dia- 
monds did not diminish. They were 
fonnd everywhere plentifully seatter- 
ed through the blue elay, and this 
is so at the dentha where they are 
mining to-dav, elthouch in the Kim- 
herley pine the lower levels are more: 
than one-half mile from the surface,
